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BRITISH COLUMBIA POLITICS. 
Provincial polities in British Colum- 


bia seem to be considerably mixed. 


As soon as Lieut.-Governor McInnes 
was satisfied that Premier Turner did 
not command the support of a major- 
ity of the assembly he very properly 
instructed him not to make use of the 
patronage power, for the obvious 
reason that if he, the premier, was 
allowed a free hand in the use of that 
power he might use it to purchase 
support that had not been given him 
by the votes of the electors. ‘The 
premier persisted in the use of the 
power, presumably for the purpose 
indicated, and the lieutenant-governor 
then very properly asked for his re- 


signation. So far the course was 


clear and easy, but the difficulty came 
in the necessity of forming a new 
government to replace that of Premier 
Turner. In the first place the opposi- 
tion had not a working majority. It 
was therefore necessary to choose 
some one as leader who would prob- 
ably increase the strength of the 
And right here 
appears to be where the lieutenant- 
governor mace his mistake. Mr. 
Semlin was leader of the opposition 
in the late assembly, and in the nat- 
ural course of events wa3 entitled to 
be first called upon to form a new 
government. Instead, Mr. Beaven, 
a former leader of a former govern- 
ment, but a defeated candidate in the 
jate election, was called upon, no doubt 
in the hope that he would bring to the 
opposition the strength necessary to 
give it a working majority and there- 
by enable it to carry on the govern- 
ment. While Mr. Beaven might have 
been able to bring in. new bleod in 
opposition to the late premier he was 
not able to secure the support of the 
leaders of the opposition as elected, 
and finally gave up the attempt. Then 
Lieutenant-Governor McInnes called 
on Mr. Semlin. If Mr. Semlin had 
been called on first, as he was entitled 
to be, and had failed to form a gov- 
ernment, then it might have been in 
order to call on Mr. Beaven, but not 
until then. Calling upon Mr. Beaven 
first was clearly a slight upon Mr. 
Semlir and through him upon the 
other members of the opposition, 
amongst whom is Joseph Martin. He 
felt the slight and united with Mr. 
Semlin in an arrangement whereby 
neither of them would accept office 
under Mr. Beaven, and wherety when 
the inevitable appeal to some elected 
member of the opposition was made, 
it should be left to the opposition 
as a body to decide who should be 
leader and undertake the task of 
forming a government. Mr. Semlin 
it appears only considered this agree- 
ment binding in so far as it prevented 
him accepting office under Mr. Beaven. 
It was not binding in the part which 
referred the question of leadership to 
a@ party caucus. But Mr. Martin 
considers it binding, and refuses to 
take office under Mr. Semlin. This 
leaves Mr. Semlin no better off than 
Mr. Beaven and puts the lieuten- 
ant governor in a difficult position. 
For if no other person can form 
a government that will have a fair 
prospect of being supported by the 
majority of the house he will have to 
recall Mr. Turner ; and if Mr. Turner 
refuses to come, Lieutenant-Governor 
McInnes will have to go. For the 
justification for his action in dismiss- 
ing Premier Turner depends entirely 
on his success in finding someone able 
and willing to take the premier’s place. 
Under the circumstances Mr. Martin’s 
refusal to condone Mr. Semlin’s alleg- 
ed breach of faith seems likely to lead 
te consequences so serious as to make 
it very doubtful tactics. On the 
other hand the provocation was great.. 
No doubt Mr. Martin asa member 
who had fought a hard and sucsessful 
battle did not feel like playing jackal 
to the choice of the lieutenant-gov- 
ernor. And possibly the selection of 
Mr. Beaven was made for the purpose 
of sidetracking Mr. Martin from the 
leadership which was almost certain 
to come to him ultimately in succes.

the party over that gentleman.

H. Jenner arrived on Sunday from 
Fort Simpson and the foot of the 
‘fepids on the Liard river The fol- 
lowing are the parties who tracked up 
the Liard from Fort Simpson last fal!:

Purches and partner only reached 
Fort Liard, 182 miles above Simpson 

|and wintered there. The Steven 
| party held up about 25 miles above 
the mouth of the Nelson. The Jen- 
ner party were held up a little above 
Toad river, having pushed along until 
they met running ice. After being 
stopped by the ice the Jenner party 
made two trips westward trying to 
find a route by which they could sled 
their goods around the rapids. They 
decided that this was impossible and 
therefore wintered there. The Step- 
hen, Shand and Graham parties split 
up. Stephen and Howey prepared to 
winter where the ice met them. Lee, 
Woodward and Gibney, of that party, 
and all ot the Graham, Shand and 
Pelly parties pushed on as best they 
could singly, or in twos or threes, 
when the ice became sufliciently 
strong. They made sleighs loaded 
them and pushed on halfa day. Cach- 


ed the stuff there and came back to 


camp for night; repeating this opera- 
tion until all the supplies had been 
moved to the new camp. Then the 
process was repeated. This of, course 
was very slow and laborious, as only 
the Pelly party had dogs. After 
these parties got well away the Jen- 
ners never saw them again. Another 
party comprising A. C. Kemp, of 
Montreal; two Montana men and F. 
McLeod, son of the H. B. Co. officer 
at Fort Liard, passed up the river 
from Resolution with dog teams. 

A Mr. Stone, who was engaged 
in collecting natural history specimens 
for some institutions.in the United 
States, had come from the Pacific 
coast ip the Stikine and down the 
Dease and Liard to the new H. B. 
post at the mouth of Black river, 
reaching there in the fall. He em- 
ployed Indians during the winter to 
portage his supplies from the mouth 
of Black river to the foot of the rapids 
on the Liard not far above Jenner’s 
camp. He came down the river 
bound for Simpson and Peel river as 
soon as the ice was gone. He report- 
ed having seen all the parties pass 
the post at the mouth of the Black 
river, except one man who was report- 
ed to be behind. This man never 
arrived; and the Indians who were 
hauling Stone’s supplies reported on 
their last trip having found the body 
of a white man on the Devil’s portage. 
As W. J. Graham speaks of one of the 
men from Sault St. Marie, who started 
with him, having heen frozen to death 
this is probably the man, and as the 
other of these two, named Boland, 
was drowned, no doubt this is the man 
whose name was given in the BuLL- 
TIN as Meneeley. Of course the 
identity of the man is only conjecture, 
and the name uncertain. 

Stephen and Howey had started 
down the Liard before Jenners, and 
left Simpson for Peel river before 
they reached there. Stephen was 
going down to Macpherson, intending 
to return this fall on the H. B. 
steamers. Howey met E. St. Jean, 
of Fort Saskatchewan, at Simpson 
and they went down together intend- 
ing to go through to Dawson. They 
left Simpson about May 18th. The 
Pilon party, with which St. Jean 
started from the Landing, had winter- 
ed at the Nehanni river and Pilon 
had spent the winter in exploring for 
a route over to the Pelly or Macmillan. 
It is supposed that he failed as the 
Indians reported his having gone 
down the river in the spring: 

Purches and Filadeau turned back 
down the Liard with the Jenners, and 
went on to Peel river. 

The Jenners intended to go on up 
the Liard in the spring, but during 
the winter Hal. Jenner and another 
member of the party were attacked by 
scurvy, rendering them unfit for the 
hard work necessary. Although they 
recovered somewhat by spring, and 
particularly after reaching Fort Liard 
where they lay upa week and fed

The Grose party had reached Simp: 
son from Peace River Crossing on 
Saturday, June 25th. As they were 
landing, having pulled up near the 
shore, the cook, J. Bouret, stepped off 
the boat into the water thinking 1t to 
be shallow. Ile had on gum boots 
reaching to the hips. Instead of the 
water being shallow it was very deep 
and he went down out of sight at once, 
and was drowned. It was about 20 
minutes after he had disappeared be- 
fore the body was recovered. The 
heavy boots full of water, no doubt, 
kept him from coming to the surface. 
He was buried on Sunday, June 26th. 
The party went on on Monday, the 
27th. Although there were many 
narrow escapes and some loss of 
property in running the rapids and 
crossing Great Slave lake, this is the 
only drowning reported this season on 
the Mackenzie route. 

Mr. Jenner’s party prospected on 
their way up the Liard, but oniy 
found colors,—nothing to pay as far 
as they went, but they were not as 
far as the known gold-bearing region, 
which commences above the Devil’s 

portage immediately west of the 
Rockies.

Messrs. J. T. Harling, Chicago; If. 
Freeman and H. Groath, of Joliett, 
Il.; and H, Jenner, of Edmonton, 
arrived from Fort Simpson on Sunday. 
Messrs. Harling, Freeman and Groath 
went north this spring bound for Peel 
river. They left the Landing on April 
10th and reached Resolution on Great 
Slave lake on June 18th. They left Re- 
solution that day with a fair wind and 
ran to within a mile of the mouth of 
Ilay river by the evening of the 19th. 
The wind had risen to such a storm 
that they were compelled to beach their 
boat. A considerable part of their 
supplies were damaged by water coming 
into the boat. They and about twenty 
other boats were held up for four days 
at Hay river mission. Some of them 
had very narrow escapes in the storm. 
One man named Archie Munro, who 
had come down Peace River in a canoe, 
had his boat under water for several 
hours, but finally reached land with

McKay on Tuesday. Rev. Purdy 
was the guest of Squire Shantz on Wednes- 
day.

They left Hay River 
on the 23rd and reached Providence on 
the 26th, and Simpson on the 28th. 
The parties who had gone down the 
river last fall had all passed Simpson 
and gone on to Peel river, which was 
the destination of nine-tenths of the 
parties going down this season. Only 
five boats went up the Liard. The 
Enterprise and Minne-ha-ha steamers 
had passed Great Slave lake safely and 
were on their way down the Mackenzie. 

Owing to so much of the provisions 
of their party having been spoiled in 
crossing Great Slave lake Messrs. 
Harling, Freeman and Groath decided 
to return from Simpson. They took 
the Hudson’s Bay steamer Wrigley 
there on June 29th and reached Fort 
Smith on July 3rd. From Smith they 
came to McMurray on the Graham and 
tracked up the river from there to the 
Landing. The steamboat fare from 
Simpson to MeMurray was $55.50 and 
meals 25c. The charge made by the 
Wrigley for towing across Great Slave 
lake was from $10 to $40 according to 
size of boat. The Wrigley left Fort 
Smith for Peel river on July 12th. 
On her return she will bring the latest 
news from the portage. This will 
reach Edmonton in September. There 
also returned by steamer from Simp- 
son two Green Bros.; Ward Hunt, of 
the Keely party ; Noble and Elliott, of 
Major Jobnstone’s party ; Moses Lieb- 
man, of the Steven party; W. M. Sher- 
man, Chicago; and E. J. Hartigan, of 
Minneapolis. These latter are waiting 
at Grand Rapids for the Hudson’s Bay 
Co. transport to return from McMurray, 
Most of the Yukon bound boats were 
past Fort Smith on July 3rd. Only a 
small number was met between Smith 
rapids and Athabasca and ouly one or 
two between Chipewyan and McMur- 
ray. None were met above McMurray.
